The German Empire’s Private Banking 
Bystem Shaken—Securities Take a Big 
Slump,” as They Say in the “Street” — 
A Grave Situation.

disclosures, failures and the suicides 
attending them. Some people are of 
the opinion that the worst of the finan- 
cial storm is over, and that when mat- 
ters quiet down there will be a bene- 
ficial reaction. In any case, the mar 
ket is disorganized, and_ securities, 
generally, have taken a ‘‘slump,” te 
use the “‘street” term. The influence 
of this decline of prices is 
already felt in London and in Paris, 
and it would not be going too far te 
say that the Berlin troubles have dis- 
organized every market in Europe. 
Additional revelations in regard to the 
collapses of Hirschfeld & Wolff, the 
fall of Herr Leipziger, and the sui- 
cides of the Sommertelds, are made al- 
most hourly. Sigmund Sommerfeld 
has died from the wounds which 
he inflicted upon himself Saturday 
last, and the same time that his 
son Felix took his own life. The 
Sommerfelds,as already stated, in addi- 
tion to shooting themselves, opened 
veins in their arms, and when found 
were literally bathed in blood. Sieg: 
mund lived forty-eight hours with a 
bullet in his brain; but Felix—who, by 
the way, was a well-known epicure 
and the author of a number of attrac- 
tive articles on cookery, which ap- 
peared in the Boersen Courier—died 
soon after he and his father were found. 

Among the losses by the financial 
crookedness of the Sommerfelds are 
those of Dowager Princess Mathilme 
of Siecdwarburg-Rudolstadt, Prince 
Blucher De Wahlstadt, Prince Putbus 
and Counts Szafsky, Hamfresch, Nes- 
selrode, Nordeck, and many other mem- 
bers of aristocratic families. Among 
the noble depositors who were lucky 
enough not to get “bitten” was Count 
Gribenow, who withdrew the sum of 
$900,000 from the Sommerfelds’ bank 
early on Saturday morning last. 

Berlin, from one end to the other, 
and Germany, from frontier to frontier, 
are talking of nothing else but the 
financial earthquakes which have 
shaken the entire fabric of the private 
banking system of the empire. No

It was written 
before the bill became a law and does 
not apply to the law in its present 
form in any way. The truth is, as 
Secretary Blaine very clearly points 
out, that the objection he made to the 
bill was entirely removed before it be- 
came a law, and that the law has 
most abundantly proved its valne by 
opening markets for fifteen million 
dollars’ worth of American pork an- 
nually aud for hundreds of thousands 
of bushels of wheat, as well as for 
tens of millions of dollars’ worth of 
our manufactured products. No law 
ever on the statute books accomplished 
somuch in widening the markets for 
our products and contributing to the 
general prosperity of the nation as the 
McKinley law. ‘That fact alone is its 
sufficient justification as well as the 
fullest answer to such garbled quota- 
tions as this disreputable lie about the 
condemnation of the McKinley law by 
Secretary Blaine.

Republican Free Trade as Compared with 
That ot the Democrats. 
Sensible republicans will not grudge 
the democrats all the political capital 
which the latter are able to make out 
of their taunt that Mr. Blaine is a free 
trader. Such scoffs as this have been 
directed against individual republicans 
many times, but they have not and can- 
not blot out the broad and vital dis- 
tinction between the republicans who 
favor the lowering or removal of tarif? 
barriers and the democratic party. 
Gen. Garfield, who was one of the most 
pronounced and robust protectionists 


of his day, received this de ignatig 
IFUL tus purtical toes. ADOUT twen 


years ago the republicans were called 
free traders in derision by the democ- 
racy for removing tea and coffee from 
In a certain sense. of 
course, the term is correctly applied. 
Mr. Blaine is a free trader because 
he is in favor of removing or re- 
ducing the duties on designated 
commodities from other nations of 
the hemisphere in return for equal 
concessions by those countries to 
us. The MeKinley law is, in a degree, 
a free trade measure, because it has 
made a larger addition, in value, to the 
free list than any other scheme ever en- 
acted in this country, and Maj. McKin- 
ley, ex-Speaker Reed and the rest of 
the republicans of the Fifty-first con- 
gress and President Harrison are free 
traders. The entire republican party, 
to this degree, is a free trade organiza- 
tion. 

The difference, however, betweenthe 
free trade which the democrats pro- 
pose and that which the republicans 
have from time to time brought about 
is deep and essential. The democrats 
would reduce the duties on many of our 
most important manufactures to the 
revenue point, which is virtually free 
trade, and which is classed as free 
trade in the discussions of this aues- 
tion. ‘The republicans would retain an 
adequate duty on these commodities, 
trusting to home competition to keep 
prices down to reasonable figures, a 
confidence which has thus far been jus- 
tified by the facts. On all articles 
which we use in large quantities, but 
which we cannot produce at all or can- 
not produce to an extent approaching 
and keeping pace with our needs, the 
republicans would remove the duties. 
Sugar, tea and coffee belong to this 
class of articles. Thev cannot be 
grown in our climate or cannot, except 
to an insignificant extent, compared 
with our requirements. These the re- 
publicans put on the free list, but on 
these the democrats would impose u 
high duty. There are two varieties of 
free trade. that is to say. Harrison, 
Blaine, McKinley. and the republican 
party in general want one of these 
kinds and are establishing it, while 
Cleveland, Mills, Carlisle and the ¢e- 
mocracy us a whole seek the other sort. 
Undoubtedly the majority of the peo- 
ple of the country favor the republican 
brand of free trade and will reject the 
democratic variety.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

same time they are indebt to the harJ_ 
ware dealers for farming intensils and 
to the land iords for the rent, which 
must be the first .o be paid. The 
first cotton that they bring in goes 
for rent and sometimes it takes two- 
thirds of all that a man gmakes to 
pay the rent; then you see there 
comes the other expences that he 
has contracted during the season, and 
when at the present price is getting 
for his crop, after paying his debts 
he bas not gotacent or any thing 
tocarry him though the winter: A 
friend of mine that came yesterday

An injunction is prayed for seeking 
to restrain the collection of rents by 
the Railroad Company’s agents and 
others, and a receiver is asked to be ap- 
pointed. 

The file of papers has gone to Mont- 
gomery. Orders in the case are expected 
fr.m there every day, when process to 
numerous defendants will issue. 

The land in question is mainly ten 
miles west of Attalla. It includes about 
60,000 acres.

Deputy Marshal Fanmill Arrests Mrs. 
Lottie Murphy. 

GAINESVILLE, Tex., Nov. 18.—Deputy 
Marshal Fanmill passed through the 
city with Mrs, Lottie Murphy, froin 
the Indian Territory, charged with 
counterfeiting.

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NATIONAL FARMERS. 


Ownership of Railroads 


Discussed— 
Resointions Adopted. 

SEDALIA, Mo.. Nov. 13.—In the na 
tional farmers’ congress, C omgressman 
John T. hieard, of Missouri, delivered 
an widress ou “Railway Transporta- 
tion,” which, he said, was a subject of 
supreme iuiportance to the farmer. One 
solution was feund in state railway 
commissions, J_issouri has been among 
the first of the states to deal with the 
question in that way, and Missouri’s 
experience showed that the method had 
been a success. Another method of 
controlling railroad corporations in the 
interest of the people was through a 
national railway commission. Some 
professed to believe that the railway 
should be pixced under government 
management. Government railroading 
he believed, would be a gigantic fail- 
ure. In the first place, the government 
would have to bny the railroads, and 
that wonld cost $10,000,000,000. That 
would be an impossibility, practically, 
because there was in circulation only 
$1, 500,000,000. 

(, Brown of Georgia, indorsed 
everything that Mr. Heard had said. 
Georgia, he said, had tried state own 
ership of railways, Georgia owned the 
Western and Atlantic railway. Under 
state control the rates were high, the 
service was bad and the deficits were 
extraordinary, The state found that it 
had been too expensive to run its own 
railway, and the line was leased to pri- 
vate individuals. Under private con- 
trol the road charged lower rates, gave 
better service, paid a rental of $30,000 a 
month and made money for the lessees. 

Resolutions were introduced recom- 
mending that the presideut of the United 
States and United States senators 
be elected by the direct popular vate; 
demanding the extension of the signal 
Fervice reports issued by the agricul- 
tural department; requesting the fed- 
eral government to aid the states in the 
irrigation of arid lands. The resolu- 
tions were all adopted, with the excep- 
tion of the latter, which the congress 
defeated 44 to 17. The resolution ask- 
ing congress to improve the harbor at 
Savannah was loudly approved and 
unanimously adopted, ‘The committee 
on finance presented a report request- 
ing the various state legislatures to 
make appropriations for expenses of 
state delegations to future congresses of 
this character in order that each state 
may have fuil and proper representa- 
tion, ‘The report was adopted, 

ANARCHIST’S BANNERS. 

Police Tnspectoe Mabbard Orders the 
American Fing Among the Crimson, 
CyicaGco, Noy. 13.—The stars and 

stripes waved aloft amid a scene of 
great excitement unequaled since the 
Haymarket riot. Over a thousand an- 
archists, or anarchist syinpathizers, had 
crowded into West Twellth street Tur- 
ner hall to cominenimrate the day on 
Which their fellow anarchists were 
hanged. It was the most decisive 
demonstration of the kind in this city 
since the day the policemen were mur- 
dered. The speeches were extreme, 
and red emblems covered everything. 

The climax came during the ineendi- 
ary utterances of Henry Weissnein, ed- 
itor of the New York Baker, a Gorman 
trades paper. Tospector of Police Hub- 
bard, accompanied by Lieutenant Gib- 
bons and a squad of offi-ers in citizens’ 
clothes, were seen to quietly approach 
the stage. They ordered the American 
flag placed amnong the flaming crimson 
banners, which were couspicuonus everv- 
where, Instantly there was a profound 
sensation in the motley audience, and 
the police were hi-sed from all parts of 
the hall. Mrs. Lucey Parsons, who oc- 
cupied a chair against the rear wall, 
shrieked out: 

"Hang the murderers of my hus- 
band!”

TERRIFIC STORMS 


Sweeping the English Coast—Great 


Damuge Done, 

Lonpon, Nov. 18.--Further details of 
the great storm which is sweeping over 
England are coming to hand, and there 
is no doubt that the loss of life arising 
from marine and other disasters will 
fully equal, if not execed, that which 
occurred during the last great gale that 
visited tho British isles, ‘The Norwe- 
gian brig Solertia has been wrected at 
Studland, in Dorset. The fishing boat 
Star of the. East, while enieriny Lowe- 
stoff, crashed against the north pier 
and was wrecked. Six of her crew were 
drowned. One man was rescued, but 
he died from exhaustion shortly after- 
ward. The schooner Marguerite Marie, 
bound fer London, was caught in a 
hurricane off Dungeness and blown 
ashore and wrecked. The American 
schooner El Margaret was wrecked at 
Cayman, No lives lost. 

It is believed that when the storm has 
apent its fury and the final estimate of 
damage is made, it will be found that 
the loss is much greater than that in- 
curred through any storm that has pre- 
vailed here for vears.
